Westwood Mall Takes Security Seriously 


The Westwood Mall is very 
serious about security, that's 
our conclusion following an 
afternoon’s« conversation 
with the Mall’s new Chief 
Security Officer, Don Hut- 


Management this year 
alone will* spend  ap- 
proximately $75,000 to meet 
the task of protecting the 
property and rights of the 
more than 60 stores and ser- 
vices in the Mall including, 
of course, all their many 
thousands of customers. 
nsibility 
is nothing to take lightly, and. 
no one seems to know that 
— than Hutchings him- 
self. 

The 28-year-old Montreal 
born and raised security 
man is in charge of a five 
man security team from the 
Deneva Investigation & 
Security Services Ltd. The 
patrol officers are dressed 
conspicuously in bright red 
blazers with jet black pants, 
but some of them patrol the 
Mall corridors in plain 
clothes. 

All are in constant contact 
by mobile radios, range two 
miles, with a _ central 
security office set up tem- 
porarily in the Westwood 
Mall Management office in 
the Mall's lower level. 
Security will soon have their 
own office next door. 

Security is now aided by a 
brand new television sur- 
veillance system consisting 
of eight cameras and 
providing complete visual 
coverage of almost every 
square foot of the plaza, 


both upstairs and down. The 
system is equipped to video 
tape, so security could ac- 
tually tape a crime or in- 
cident for further evidence. 


All camera angles are con- 
trolled from the security of- 
fice. 


Also, Hutchings is 


initiating a master key 


system that would limit the 
overall accessibility of the 
Mall to fewer people. 
Presently, one key will open 
all entrances to the plaza,
